6Tip 31' Leads To Arrest 
In Slaying Of Miss Uland

"Tip 31" in the murder of 


Janet Lynn Uland led to the 
arrestof David Jordan Purnell, 
24, Prosecutor 
Ronald J. 


Taylor disclosed at a press 
conference Friday. 


Taylor said the tip originally 


was received two days after 
Miss Uland's body was found 
June IB, 1971, in a ditch in 
Hagar township. Taylor said 
police discounted it at the lime 
because the date of events 
indicated by the information 
was June 8 before Miss Uland 
disappeared. 


The informant for Tip 31 


returned 
to 
authorities 


Tuesday and police discovered 
the date in the tip actually was 
June 14, Taylor said. Miss 
Uland disappeared the night of 
June 14. 


State police and the state 


crime lab investigated and 
developed physical evidence. 
The vehicle Taylor believes 
was used to transport Miss 
Uland's body several miles 
from the suspecled murder site 


in Benton township to the ditch 
on Thar road, Hagar township, 
was taken into custody. 


Purnell 
was 
arrested 


Thursday and arraigned in 
Berrien Fifth District court 
Friday, on a first degree 
'murder charge. He demanded 
preliminary hearing which was 


set tentatively by Judge John 
T. Hammond for March 9. 
Purnell was being held without 
bond. 


Taylor said he is not ruling 


oul the possibility of an ad- 
ditional arrest or arrests. 


He declined lo comment on a 


possible motive for the slaying 


or physical evidence developed 
by Ihe crime lab. 


Taylor said his information is 


that Purnell knew Miss Uland 
some 
years. Taylor

Purnell declared he is a great- 
grandson of King Benjamin 
Purnell, deceased head of the 
House of David. 


David Pimiell is divorced

Governor Signs Bill 
Changing Jury Setup 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


Gov. William Milliken signed 
into law Friday a bill lhat 
makes several changes in jury 
regulalions, including a reduc- 
tion from 12 to six in the num- 
ber of persons serving on civil 
cases in circuit, probate, com- 
mon pleas and district courls. 


The bill also says agreement 


of five of Ihe six jurors will be 
sufficient except in cases in- 
volving possible commitment 


of <•; person loa mental, correc- 
tional or training institution. 


Other new provisions: 
—County employes, 
pre- 


viously exempted, will be au- 
Ihorized to o.ualify for jury 
service; 18-year-olds in high 
school may postpone, jury serv- 
ice until Ihe end of the school 
year; and circuit judges may 
determine the size of a grand 
jury, replacing a previous re- 
quirement that 23 persons

Public TV Up In The Air 


In 1951 the Federal Communications 


Commission unthawed a long standing 
freeze on television channel allocations. 


In the late '40s when TV demon- 


strated its ability to add a new dimen- 
sion to broadcasting the FCC divided 
the then available Very High Frequen- 
cy bands to commercial operators on a 
first come, first served basis. 


A 
few years later 
the 
equipment 


makers showed how the TV spectrum 
could be expanded by using the Ultra 
High Frequency wave lengths. 


In (lie same period a growing de- 


mand arose for more Frequency Modu- 
lation aural allocations for single pur- 
pose communications in business and 
public agencies. 


Since TV's sound requires FM for its 


carrying power, the industry's techni- 
cal advances and the increasing re- 
quirement for the air waves created a 
turbulence which the FCC fell could 
only be calmed by a prolonged study of 
who should get what. 


The FCC added its own customer to 


the waiting list — educational radio 
and TV. 


Though it had no way of 
knowing, 


the Commission assumed there would 
be a wide market among the nation's 
colleges and possibly high schools for 
non-commercial aerial outlets. 


The demand is present but financial 


pressures on the 
educational purse 


strings to meet 
traditional 
require- 


ments has kept the educational 
or 


public outlets to a relatively low num- 
ber. At the present time there are 219 
public TV stations and something over 
500 radio outlets. 


Few of the public TVs" maintain the 


long broadcasting schedules of their 
commercial counterparts and most of 
them depend heavily on outside finan- 
cial assistance. 


Public radio is in better condition 


because of its cheaper operating costs. 


A few years ago the idea started to 


buzz around in the FCC's offices and 
among some Congressmen that Uncle 
Sam should tax the commercial 
sta- 


tions' earnings to support the public 
ones. 


The industry killed off that menace, 


but Congress came to the rescue with a 
Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting 


funded 
substantially by the govern- 


ment. A newer entry in the field is the 
National Public 
Affairs Center 
For 


Television which receives over half of 
its fund from the government. 


They and the individual stations 


make up what is called the Public 
Broadcasting System. 


The PBS" directors are meeting Mon- 


day 
in Wisconsin 
to chew 
on 
two 


knotty problems which are of at least 
first, cousin intertwining. 


Congress funds PBS annually to the 


tune of $25 to $30 million. 


*** 
PBS wants what even the British 


Broadcasting Company, a stale mono- 
poly, has been unable to pry 
from 


Parliament — long term funding on a 
grander s c a l e , obtained preferably 
through an earmarked tax. Receiving 
sets are a frequently mentioned target 
for 
such 
a 
levy, 
although at 
the 


moment PBS is angling for an appro- 
priation 
of at 
least 
five 
years 
in 


advance. 


This being an election year, it is not 


likely this thought will clear Congress 
and the White House. 


The reason is the PBS programming 


in news, commentaries and public af- 
fairs. 


It is impossible to move into 
com- 


mentaries and public affairs without 
stirring up controversy. Even if they 
are delivered with total accuracy, im- 
partiality and editorial balance, some- 
body's fur will be rubbed the wrong 
way. Vice President Agnew is not the 
only 
high 
placed 
critic 
which 
TV 


journalism has acquired. PBS has to 
count on all 
of Congress and 
the 


federal officialdom as uncertain allies 
at best and as bushwhackers for most 
of the time. 


It is this governmental nervousness 


which has prompted Congress not to 
give PBS the 
long range 
financial 


underpinning 
it needs to be a fourth 


national network. 


Much of Monday's discussion is ex- 


pected to center on a format to allay 
this distrust. 


Last fall the White House flipped 


when the Public Affairs Center hired 
Sander Vanocur away from NBC to 
become its national affairs director. 


Vanocur is a close friend of 
the 


Kennedy clan and an outspoken critic 
of Nixon's policies. 


Consequently it is more than coinci- 


dental thai Clay T. Whitehead who 
runs the White House Office of Tele- 
communications, said recently, "There 
is a real question as to whether public 
television, 
particularly t h e national 


federally funded part of public televi- 
sion, should be carrying public affairs, 
news commentary and that sort of 
thing." 


Whitehead evened up his argument. 


He failed to clear up with Agnew his 
additional comment that "commercial 
networks, by and large, do a quite good 
job in that area." 


Beyond emphasizing indirectly a dis- 


pleasure with the thought of Uncle Sam 
paying half of Vanocur's $85,000 year- 
ly salary, Whitehead does lay out PBS 
weakness. Most of its federal grants 
are skimmed off at the top. Whitehead 
contends more should be passed along 
to the individual-stations which have 
lough financial sledding. 


The best available answer at this 


time hinges on PBS finding an exper- 
ienced journalist to coordinate its pub- 
lic affairs programming and to create 
an advisory panel 
to evaluate 
the 


results. 


This could result in committee jour- 


nalism whose output might have a 
soap opera blandness, but the alterna- 
tive might be no journalism at all. 


Jamming The Parks 


It may come as a surprise to the 


millions who enjoy the scenic splendors 
of the National Park System to learn 
that roots of their enjoyment had their 
origin a century ago. 
It was in 1872 


that President Grant signed legislation 
creating the nation's first park, 
Yel- 


lowstone. 


There are now 36 national parks and 


eight national seashores encompassing 
terrain as diverse as the giant redwood 
forests, 
the unspoiled dunes of 
the 


coast, and 
the 
fabulous 
geysers of 


Yellowstone, the vast acreage enclosed 
in these protected areas is not large 
enough in many cases for the armies of 
campers and tourists which jam their 
facilities. 


Some of the more popular parks, 


Yellowstone among them, find it im- 
possible to provide 
sufficient cainp- 
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grounds, roads or accommodations. To 
provide a leisurely sojourn for the ever 
increasing numbers of visitors without 
destroying that which all come to see 
seems no longer possible. 


The solution now proposed, belatedly 


in some instances, 
is to encourage 


accommodations 
outside 
park 


perimeters. Buses and mass transpor- 
tation systems would relieve at least 
some of the traffic congestion. 


In some of the larger parks the day 


may be gone when a camping family or 
lone backpacker can enjoy the preimi- 
tive 
and majestic 
loneliness without 


encorachmenl by his neighbors. 


Only a few of the more renowned 


parks face 
the 
prospect 
of visitor 


limitations. Many of the others offer 
the same opportunities to unwind and 
savor the beauties of unspoiled nature 
without the crush of too many other 
participants. 


Chess

made depicting Wellington l e a d i n g 
English soldiers against Napoleon and 
the French.

Husband a n d 
wife 
both 


perish in an automobile ac- 
cident. Seemingly, they die at 
the same time. Yet, if one has 
outlived the other even for an 
instant, that may make an 
enormous difference to their 
heirs. It may decide whether 
the husband's relatives or the 
wife's 
relatives 
inherit 
the 


estate. 


Accordingly, in this "com- 


m o n 
d i saster" 
situation, 


strenuous efforts 
are 
often 


made to figure- out which of 
the two victims was the last 
to die. 


In a recent case, double 


deaths o c c u r r e d when a 
speeding truck rammed into 
the passenger side of a car. 
Both husband and wife, died 
instantly. 


But since the wife — sitting 


on the passenger side — had 
been struck first, a 
court 


concluded that the husband 
must have lived a fraction of 
a second longer. By this split 
second, the wife's relatives 
lost out on their claim to a 
share of the estate. 


With common disasters be- 


coming more frequent, many 
kinds of evidence have been 
found useful in deciding who 
died last. Anything from the 
position of the bodies to their 
physical condition may pro- 
vide the telltale clue. 


On the other hand, there 


may be no evidence at all, 
good enough to be trusted in 
the courtroom. 


In another case, a mother 


and daughter were found dead 
of 
asphyxiation. The 
only 


"evidence" as to which one 
died last was that the daugh- 
ter probably held out longer 
because she was younger.

suggests President

outdated information. 


The figures indicate that 


even under the best possible 
conditions — Assuming 
the 


economy 
hits 
full 
tilt 
by 


December — unemployment 
now running at 6 per cent will 
still be unacceptably high. 


Nixon's own economists now 


calculate unemployment can- 
riot be brought down to the 
magic 4 per cent, or even to 
4.5 or 4.7 per cent without 
excessive inflation — which 
they and most of the rest of 
us find unacceptable. 


Here are some major de- 


tails 
of 
the . unemployment 


problem: 


Almost one-fourth of today's 


unemployed 
are 
men 
and 


women voluntarily looking for 
part-lime 
work. Fifthy-three 


per cent of this group 
are

Roughly 40 per cent of those 


in the part-time labor force 
voluntarily are m a r r i e d 
women living with their hus- 
bands. 


In the past decade those 


voluntarily looking for part- 
time work have increased 103 
per cent. The full-time labor 
force 
(those 
employed 
full 


time and those looking for 
full-time work) by contrast 
has increased only 39 per 
cent. 


It thus turns out that those 


voluntarily looking for part- 
time work now comprise 15 
per cent of the civilian labor 
force, contrasted with 10 per 
cent a decade ago. 


If those in the work force 


today working part time vol- 


untarily or seeking part-time 
work were the same percent- 
age of today's work force as a 
decade ago, the nation's un- 
employment would be close to 
5.4 per cent. 


If the unemployment figures 


listed only the 
unemployed 


among those seeking full-time 
work, the unemployment rate 
would be around 5 per cent 
today. 


This is not to suggest that 


the men and women seeking 
part-time employment 
don't 


need work or that they can be 
igorned. it is to suggest, 
however, that this may be a 
very special type of problem. 
It is to propose that normal 
economic growth as presently 
conceived 
will not 
provide 


enough jobs for the number of 
part-time 
workers 
without 


creating heavy labor short- 
ages throughout the economy 
jn a wide variety of fields — a 
situation w h i c h would in- 
evitably result in most serious 
inflation. 
i 


M a n y part-time workers 


have limited mobility in the 
usual meaning of the word. If 
attending college, 
they 
are 


tied 
to 
the 
college 
areas 


except in summer, their hoitrs 
are 
determined by t h e i r 


studies. 


But part-time workers nre 


not 
the 
only specialised 


group among the unemployed. 
Another 10 to 12 per cent 
of the unemployed are young 
men 
and women 16-19 not 


going to school and looking 
for full-time employment. 


It is obvious that the num- 


ber 
of people wanting em- 


ployment, and their locations, 
training and ability can never 
precisely match the available 
jobs — and that this disparity 
is sizable even in a pros- 
perous economy.

Now you 
must reali/.e that (he subject 
of national defense is a non- 
subject on any college cam- 
pus. The students assume the 
existence of the nation; they 
do not suppose that it might

quences if il should do so. 


Schneider gave a talk on the 


U. S. strategic situation. The 
conventional campus attitude 
here in fact is: What, does it 
mailer 
if Ihe Soviets can 


destroy us ten times, if we 
can destroy them five times. 
That this is the conventional 
wisdom on the campus is not, 
especially, a peculiar mark 
against the campus. It also 
happens to bo the editorial 
position of 
the New York 


Times. 


But it is, said Schneider, a 


false 
assumption. 
In 
fact, 


Soviet 
missile 
development 


leads us to the unpleasant 
conclusion that the Soviets 
will develop in Ihe near future 


what Scilileider calls a 
"cre- 


dible first-strike capability" — 
meaning that they would then 
be in a position to render the 
supposed U. S. retaliatory 
strike either unlikely, or, 
limited enough to be 
"ac- 


ceptable." 


Schneider in these conten- 


tions was closely questioned 
. by a panel of faculty mem- 


bers, plus the editor of the 
campus newspaper, and they 
asked very good questions. 
But Schneider was a kind of 
revelation. He gave the stu- 
dents, forcefully, a glimpse of 
the chilling realities that lie 
beyond the pleasant womb of 
campus certitudes. 


Last week, these intellectu- 


ally subversive s t u d e n t s 
brought to the campus Wil- 
liam Kusher for a debate with 
Rep. Michael Harrington on 
the question of national prior- 
ities.

school board, said he plans to 
vote no on the issue. 


Sarno said the citizens of the 


community and the elected 
officials on the school board 
had no part in 
developing 


plans for (he project, which 
was approved by a split vole of 
the board. 


He said that the people are 


being misled 
with 
misin- 


formation. Administrators; 
according to Sarno, have said 
that interest on the bond is 
included in the $4.45 million 
figure, but that the interest will 
be added on later. While ad- 
ministrators say there may be 
no increase in millage, "we 
know there will be an in- 
crease," Sarno said. 


Among his concerns, Sarno 


listed the limited supply of 
water at the present site of the 
school.

He also said enrollment has 


been decreasing in Covert, 
from 920 four years ago to 835 
now, and he predicts that it will 
drop even further. 


Sarno said that spending this 


amount of money and tying the 
new structures in with the old 
concerned him. "We will still 
have a 50-year old building," he 
said. 


Wood said that if approved, 


10 mobile classrooms now in 
use would probably not be 
needed once building is done. 


The use of mobile classrooms 


indicates a currently existing 
classroom shortage. 


Dr. Wood said it had not been 


determined 
whether 
the 


proposal would require an 
increase in millage. 


He said the increased equal- 


ized valuation of the district 
with the addition of the Con- 
sumers Power company plant 
might absorb increased costs, 


but the company has filed an 
appeal for tax deductions with 
the slate. 


If their appeal is successful,

The corrected report, dated 


Dec. 29 and released this week, 
stated, in part: "Regarding 
the record keeping for this 
grant, we have subsequently 
learned 
that 
the 
bank 


statements and cancelled 
checks did, in fact, come 
directly to the city, not to the 
attorney. While the attorney 
did have the check book and 
supporting documents, it was 
at the request and convenience 
of the city ... All checks issued 
from this fund were signed by 
two city and one state official." 


"Recently statements from 


attorneys which support the 
$15,116.34 paid for court costs 
and legal fees in connection 
svitli the condemnation cases 
were made available for our 
inspection." 


Roumell said that the harbor 


fund was set up by the city to 
handle financing of harbor 
improvements being planned 
for pleasure craft entering and 
leaving the Galien river at New 
Buffalo. The -$2 million plus 
project is being financed 
almost 100 per cent by state and 
federal funds. 


He said most of the original 


$100,000 state grant 
for 


acquiring easements has been 
used. 


"We still have to acquire 


more easements before con- 
struction can 'begin," said 
Roumell, "but we hope to get 
the project underway this 
summer." 


He added that the army 


Corps of Engineers is ready, 
but that easements must be 
finalized before bids can be let. 


The project is expected to 


take one and a half years to 
complete.
